Many 
dorjc-r^ }-f!vi' hmn iierfeoted und pat- 
ented, and Bomo of tijcin, .7-.v;^.'i .qrn 
more intinjately connected with the 
preiiRnt methods of telephoning, have 
already been secured by tho Bell Tele- 
pbpue Oompany. The jet of water can 
be'fio adjuB'ed to ordinary telejilione 
wires as to work in harmony witli tlie 
present eyatem, tho water fortuing a 
oonnecting part of tho continuous cir 
Cttit. But tfae-'great object of me invijn 
. • tors was to record, by photocrapby or 
Otherwise, the vibrations in the jet of 
water, which correspond to sound 
waves, the result of words spoken in 
the vicinity, to keep the voice on re- 
cord, bottled up as it were, for any 
length of tiniQ and then, when called 
upon, to let the record speak. This has 
1- been accomplished by photography. The 
water, or liquid of whatever kind it 
may be, is colored with bichomate of 
potash. If it were perfectly clear it 
would not answer, because the light 
used in photographing would pass 
through without resistance, and no re- 
. coird would be made on the tablet. The 
water ' i8~ colored for photographing, 
and the jet is made to fall obliquely on 
a glass plate. The water spreads itself 
out on the glass plate and runs off. It 
is the water so spread out that is to 
be photographed as it passes. Words 
spoken cause the jet of water to vi- 
brate, the vibration in the jet causes 
corresponding vibrations in the film of 
water as it breaks and spreads on the 
glass plate and runs ofF. A ray of light 
ie ^""^ibsed tbroiigb that film, and 
through the glasiH platn ■ to a sentiitive 
tablet behind. The vibrations it. the 
liquid dim are reflected in the vibra- 
tions of intensity in the impre.siiion 
• made on the photographic tablet. 
Speaking continues, the jets keep run- 
ning, tho film keeps passing over the 
plate, the recording tablet keeps mov- 
ing as the hlru keeps moving, and tlie 
light passing through this him to the 

- tablet, ''mokes a record of the speeoh 
more accurate than any verbatim re- 
port. Years afterward, if the plate is 
preserved, the very same voice can be 

- heard saying the very same words in 
the same identical tones.

THE jaOME BILL. 

Continuation of "S'licsday Even- 
ing's Debate.in tlie Douse 
of Commoiis. ' , 

LoMDOH, Jun6 2.—In^t4J house of com- 
mous last evening Sexton '^llowed Cham- 
berlain and -was ohcorcd by tho Paniellitos. 
IIu said Ohambeilain hud no fosir of (Iigho- 
lutiou, bocanae ho was kouik to the coiuitrj' 
to inauquerado £iii ii uuioui.^t liberal rolying 
ou tory votert. The Hpu'titih which ('hma- 
borliiin had jnst iiindo \fouhl oimblts rvolnud 
to discovn botwetm true and falao friend.'*. 
Ho aHBUred ChaiuhDtlain that eo long as 
this geuerittiou lusted the people of Ireland 
wotold not forget his spoecli. Until now 
the houonible mou had been lighting nuder 
cover. At last they had him in tho open, and 
knew him as a deserter and an ally of tho 
party seeking to give over the working 
classes in England > to the. oliiimpions of 
clays privileges, and consign' Ireland to a 
goTcrument that advocated twenty years' 
coercion. LHililto Chaniberluiu, Lord liurt- 
iugtoii (kaurvi'd itiul would receivo tho re- 
spect of thii.'^e ojjpo.sing hiiu. Ijord lliu't- 
iugton had tefu.std ihrou^;hout to eutc-r the 
dibiuct, buciiuso he could not tolorato tlia 
principle of homo rule. licxA Ilurtington 
ofibred Ireland some Juotildy crumbs, suoli 
as had boon given to Lii7.ariiH, but IrelHUil 
was not « beygur lor ulm.s, but clomandeil 
what it iiHkeil for as a right. He (iiexton) 
had never board tliitt the mcoaro charity bo- 
stoweil upon tho hoKsar at the gate iu any 
way ullt'ctt'd thti uiliniute deatiuatton. of tho 
rich uuin. [Laiitihttr. 1 There wore two 
policies couliniu'd in opposition to the bill, 
a negative policy to throw out ( iladstoue, 
and a positive to take hiH place. [Liui^h- 
tcr.'] But tho country could tind no ques- 
tioi. ve.Hlly bcUvium C'fltidMtono and Lord 
Salisbury; between tho proBcat bill and the 
policy of enforcing eiuigrutiou, backed up 
by twenty years of uoeroion. To renew the 
coercion act is to -go back to the Cromwell- 
ian method, which would be no nearer auo- 
oesB than the oeecoive measures of recent 
yeart). 

Aa to Ohamberlolu'g federation schema, 
there was nothing iu tho bill to hinder 
federation, if fomul dcisirublc in th-a fu- 
ture. 

Krgardiug the relL-ntioii of Ivirth luoiubotri 
they idl tclt thtit thny wouKl linve onon«h to 
do to put Ihoir own iilVaira in ordAr, though 
they had no objeoiiou to oonnidHr any pi'ci- 
posal to Hssitit Ihe BritiHb loRirtliittiie iu tho 
nonsidoration oi itupcrail ail'airs. 

Iteferriui< to Ul-<ter, the spi-aker denied 
the alleged prcilomlnftiioe of the I'rotoatant 
population, and ujttiulaiuud that there wa.-i 
no safe ground for legislation exoo])t to 
treat the whole of Ireland as a unit. Frtn - 
dom of cousoienoe would never bo iinporiled 
under an Irish Oatholio majoi-ity. 

Whatever should bo tho fate of the bill 
tho Irish people would cherish with lasting 
gratitude tho memory of Gl.id.stouo, Whe- 
ther thnt bill carried or not it would not bo 
a dead measuio. It would live in its rosults. 
Glndstone deserved a statue be.sido that of 
Fox iu the corridor of tho house, and his 
memory would yet be cherished as that of 
tho man who couceiYod a .^ottlomont satis- 
factory to Irclund nnd houornbla aliko to 
both countries. | Cbefirs.T ^. 

In tu„ H,....^ . 
Churchill said: Everything pot,, 
been said against home rule; thoreiure 
opposition did not intend to prolong the 
diHoufisiou. There was nothing to prevent 
an immtdirtto decision. The. supporters 
of the bill were like drowu- 
ing"per8ojwi, oatoMng at straws. Thoy 
would seize the- least attempt at argumout 
to prolong tho debate. They would doubt- 
less also attribute his ruticence to a malig- 
nant and ainiator object. Ho knew nothing 
luore calculated to strongthen fiiith in Brit- 
ish democracy than tlie remarkable display 
of independence on tho part of the liberaKs 
in refuniug to follow tho premier, whose 
power had not been equalhui since tho days 
of Obuthain. Tho demon dissolution, which 
Glndstone BUinmonod, would probably de- 
stroy tho premier and his government and 
policy altogether. The uonservatives must 
exercise the atmost care in order that dw- 
senting liberals may not sufFox by their ac- 
tion at tho neit election, On the other 
hand the followers of Gladstone would be 
allowed no quarter. They would have to 
light for their polilienl livej as they never 
fought before. 

nARCOCnT AND orUKKB. 

Sir Wm. Vernon Harcourt snid that those 
who took the viow thit a separate parlia- 
ment meant separation must not forgot that 
Ireland once had her own parliament. Ho 
quoted Qrattan's declaration of rights, as 
recognizing the supremacy of the crown, 
and reminded the bouse of the reception o f 
that declaration by the English parliament. 
Ho referred to Fos'a warning to the house 
at the time the lord lieutenant notified Lord 
North that it was impoasible longer to en- 
force En.;lish laws, and that tho time had 
arrived to give Ireland her own govern- 
ment. Fox said tho Irish wore unwilling 
subjects, little better Ihau enemies, and if a 
foreifjn v.'ar ocuitrrcd tho government would 
be obliged to garrison Ireland in order to 
keep her quiet, instead of eipeoting her 
assistance. 

Sir Michael Hiokit-Boach ask ed -what were 
the government's intentions regarding di- 
vision. 

Parnell trusted the government wonld not 
decide as to division until it was aware 
whether the leaders of the opposition, who 
had not yet spoUeii on the bill, intended 
taking part in the debate. 

Hamilton, on liehiiU of tho opposition, 
said thoy were content witli the part they 
had taken in tho debate, and only desired 
now that Sir Michael Hioks-Beaoh should 
speak. 

Gladstone said (he government would 
hardly undertake to pres" the debate, but 
thought itmight terminate Friday.

Paterson, who was liccn- 
ed at the monting of tho Presbytery 
last Tliur.sday. 

At the Toronto lilethodist District 
meeting today, reports received on 
conference meniborship showed aa in- 
crease j>f, 870 inembera in tho /bole 
district. The 6nnnoial reports showed 
considerable advance in funds an com- 
pared with last year. A resolution was 
adopted recording the gralitu.l(> of i'i'> 
district meeting to tbuso nicnibcr.s of 
the House of Commons who in the

£oial resaltB' of ' the polioy of the present 
government iu- turning OTer to the Uomin- 
iou goveramont the oonstmotion of the 
tlrydook. The iucubus of that work wan not 
only btiRu lifted from tliopeoploof this prov- 
ince, but having booonie an assot of the 
Dominion govnrumout it hiw served ua au 
impetus to them iu the erection of mililary 
defouees on our shores. Esquimau, so 
favored with its magniticout natural harbor, 
Hpaoious enough to acoomuiodate any lltict, 
hiis had its iujportanoo increased "by tho 
ilrydo(.'lc uiiw approaeliing completion; and 
with tlxe combined aid of art and nature 
the town will shortly take her place as one 
of the principal military and naTai stations 
of the British empire. And liot alono from 
tho catablishmout of military de- 
fences and the location there of C 
batterj- of Canadian artillery will 
Esquimalt derive nocoleratBd prosperity. 
Tho Imperial government intend to ex- 
pend 3150,000 in guns, torpedoes and 
otbat warliku material, looking upon this 
8 tation as they do as of the most vital im- 
portance — being their only coaling station 
on tho Pacitic coast. Speaking of the 
nioro immediate prosperity of tho district, 
it will, apart from tho expenditure pro- 
posed in regard to the erection of batter- 
ies, et3., have its trade increased by the 
establtsbment of actillery barracks at 
which will be stationed a force of one 
hundred and sixty man whose cost of main- 
tenance will involve an annual outlay of 
$70,000. Tho construction at Esrjuinialt 
of earthworks, and tho ostablisliniont of a 
permanent garrison, with fuel in the 
shape of coal brought right to the harbor 
by rail, tli9 naval stoces and munitions 
of war in the dockyard will be increased 
and, with the importance and capabilities 
of tho station, will ensure tho more uuni- 
eroua prcsonco of British war vessels. 
These are the prospects for Esquimalt — 
. in which Victoria must of necessity share 
— and pleasant iirospeota they are, 'Jhe 
present governmcTnt -realized ihe fact that 
the eventual return' upon drydock aon- 
etruction would not at all oompen- 
aate for an outlay of capital far 
too oxcoaaive in one direction for 
such a young country ; and in 
handing the work over to the federal gov- 
ernment they fostered an interest in the 
t^Wh;ii(Wd' harbor on the part of the Do- 
minion which otherwise that government 
would not so practically have displayed. 
Just conjure up a vision of the work on 
tho drydock being continued under the 
Walkom-Beavon policy by unpaid day 
labor, dragging its slow length towards an 
inefficient completion, while the Domin- 
" ion government, with whom the province 
would have been atill at war, were select- 
ing a site for a Dominion dock in some 
comparatively remote spot — say at Coal 
'SllaibuT—aaa''^SpprijpV^^ tftis initial 
$25,000, for tho protection of the same I — 
depriving Victoria and Esquimalt of the 
auxiliary protection to which their value 
as strategic points of defence from possi- 
ble invasion entitle them. But the Set- 
tlement Bill also ensured the construo- 
tidn of the Island railway; and this by 
direct connection with the Nanaimo and 
Wellington mines will nnike Esquimalt 
a naval coaling station. Thus by the 
passage of the Settlement bill the im- 
parial and Dominion governments had 
direct intereata i^reated, which are now 
bearing fruit, benefiting the provinoe in 
general and Victoria and Esquimalt in 
particular.

The naemboL' for Gassiar emphatically 
denioB that he shirked a vote on the Set- 
tlement bill in 1883j and, laya he was not 
in the house when the vote was taken.

Dreadful Tale of Six niur«1oi » 
iR Seintheru -Russia.

A trogicai series of murders are reported 
in the nowspapera here. At a small "trak- 
tir" pr whisky shop, on tho road to Niko- 
pol, near Krementsohnok, three moujicks or 
peasants, called aud drank a considerable 
quantity of oadkha. Under the inHuence 
of tho spirit thoy became noisy and threat- 
ening, but, unfortunately, there were only 
the wife, a little throa-yeuv-old child, andja 
servant of tho inul;eep(?r in charge of tho 
inn, the husband having gone to town to 
buy supplies for his stores. The inn being 
iu a very lonely spot, tho three rufllaus de- 
manded of the womau -n hero tho money was 
kept. She, naturally frightened and bi-iug 
helpless, gave them all her takings that day. 
This did not satisfy - them, and- they furi- 
ously demanded all the cash that was in the 
house, threatening 

I'o MUitnuit iiiiu 
and tho servant if she did not without 
delay deliver op to them what they asked 
for. The poor woman did not know what 
to do, but told them that she would go 
and got the money, and bo baek directly, 
Tho servant meanwhile wont out of the 
bacli of tho honso and hid herself, and 
tho woman who wont up into the loft for 
the money, seeing the scythe 'hero, armed 
hersolf with it and awaited events. The 
men waited some tiino, and thinking the 
woman had perhaps got away somehow, 
one of thum wont up tho loddur to tho 
loft, but no sooner had he got thore than 
he recoivud a terriblo blow on t5\»j head 
with tho scythe that sent him tumbling 
dead down the ladder. The other men 
daro not go up for fear of the samo fato 
befalling tlinnj, so they culled out to tho 
woman to come down, or they would 
murder tho Hi tie child lying in the cradle 
down below. Tho woman would not 
come down, «sud the infuriated villains 
actually

before the mother's eyes. Just tlien a 
land proprietor drove up and sent his 
driver into the inn to got some refresh- 
inenta. The two murderers despatohed 
the new comer with an aze, and the pro- 
prietor, tired of waiting, went to look for 
the driver, and seeing the state of affairs 
pulled out his rovolvor and shot tho two 
men dead, not botora, however, he had 
been rather sovorely wounded. To com- 
plete tho horror of this tragedy tho inn- 
keeper arrived just as his wife had oomo 
down from the loft, and had thrown her- 
self at the feet of her deliverer, thanking 
him with tears in her oyos, and he, see- 
ing a man standlnj} over his wife with a 
rovolvor in his hand and imagining this 
to bo the wholesale murderer, rushed up 
to the land proprietor and felled him with 
an axe beforo^the woman could make him 
undorataiul tlio actual stale of things. In 
a very short timo thoro was no less than 
six persona murdered. The story is al- 
most incredible, but it is stated as.a faot, 
ajid has created an immense Bmbuht of 
excitomdnt here.

THG POnYLAND MC, BOARD OF TRADE ON 

THE Fisheries TnouBLCs. 

Portland, Me, May 27. — The board 
of trade yesterday held a special meet' 
ing for consideration ol the fisheries 
complications. President Blabon in- 
troduced thd subject, and nrgoJ a 
calm and careful consideration of it. 
Secratary Rich read a statement of tho 
troublPB beliveeu this country aud 
Groat Britaio. regarding the fisheries 
and the manner of settlement. Tho 
treaty of 1818 was read by request of 
tlie board, after which Hon. Geo. 
Walker spoke at length. At tho close 
of his remarks resolutions wero adopt- 
ed requesing the government to take 
early action in the matter of having 
all existing embarrassments removed, 
and the vessels and property now de- 
tained released in order to maintain 
and perpetuate the friendly intercourse 
and close allianct between the two 
great nations.

oal of the exhibition, the oftioial writer 
ia undoubtodly fulsome; and tho gateway, 
which has a history of its own, ia worthy 
of a special visit to the exhibition and a 
detailed notice. It is the gift of the pre- 
mier feudatory chief lu India. His 
ELighnoaa tho Maharaja Soindia, who 
hold.s the commission of a general with 
tbe English forces in India, and who by 
treaty is allowed to maintain a consider- 
able armed force, well equipped and dis- 
ciplined by olhcera who have passed 
through the regular Indian army. This 
work, as the gift of the prinoipal Native 
Prince in India, ia scantily treated in the 
ofllcial catalogue, and is incorrectly des- 
cribed as "a remarkable example of mod- 
ern Indian art." The asaortion ia re- 
markable, for there ia nothing modern in 
it except ita conatructon two years ago to 
illustrate an anoient atone carving, which 
by nogleot waa becoming extinat in u.ao. 
Tho visitor to India, landed at Bombay, 
in confronted with various public build- 
ings built in the Eliz.ibothan style, with 
gothio frontages, and various decorations of 
Kuropean importationodiouslyout of com- 
parison with the decorative beauty of Indian 
carving in wood and stoim. Elsewhere, 
in the exhibition wood carving abounds, 
and in the contral aisle is a most beauti- 
fully carved pigeon cot, preaontod by his 
highnea!) tho Guicowar of Baroda. But 
wood carving is being extensively applied 
to European furniture, and an establish- 
ment atartedat AhmBdabad,by Mr.Foreat, 
an American gentleman, for tho construc- 
tion of carvedfiirniture, which is exported to 
New Yof'«, has given a considerable stim- 
ulua to thia art iiiduatry. To revert to 
tho G walior gatewiiy, which is of stone, it 
is the outcome of an effort to promote 
inonumental conaervatioti in India. The 
cultured thought of Sir Lnpol Griflin, tho 
British resident at Indore, and agent to 
tho governor-general for Central India, 
RUggeatod that monumental conservation, 
ii particularly directed, ought to be of 
much value, if brought to bear On a living 
and indigenous art. 

The gateway ia the doaign of Major 
Keith, lately asaiatant curator of monu- 
ments in India, who supervised the work 
aa a labor of lovo. Tho detail is worth 
dwelling npon, but the exhibit muat be 
briefly dealt with. It is .'52 ft. in, in 
height, with an exterior width of II ft. 6 
in . at the plinth, tho entrance having a 
height of 19 ft. in. to the key of tho 
arch, and a width of 1 ft. 7 in. The 
whole consists of a aomi circular arch, 
resting on two graceful pillars 10 ft. in 
height, the arch being incrusted in span- 
drels and bordera,fullof lavish carving, and 
BurTiounted with a massive superstructure; 
divided into five bands of diversified and 
beautiful ornamentation. Betnoen 
the brackota which support the eaves ia a 
lino of ornamentation m^'.do up of panel 
not unlike geometrical work. Tho oaves 
form a singularly graceful detail, covered 
with another geometrical pattern, and 
rimmed with little peardrops called jakr, 
which repeat thoinsulvea on the intier rim 
of the vertical border. Over the eaves is 
a band 1 ft. 8 in., and ornamented with 
the budroom pattern, which is a great fa- 
vorite with tho Hindoos, and over this 
again is an indented rim. The next band, 
2 ft. 3 in. in breadth, consists of hold IJo- 
riationif, representing tho lotus flower, 
with its stalk and bud alternntely re- 
versed. Crossing the gateway ia an ela- 
borate attic, conaiating of panels of per- 
forated screen work, the central panel 
having elephants intertwined in tha jali 
at laftico. We now enter tho precincts 
of tho Indian palace, the glory of which is 
its symmetrical beauty, chaste execution 
of design, and ncjvolty of construction to 
the European oye. A happy idea has lo- 
cated fn the courtyard a number of native 
artiaana at work, woavera, carpenters, and 
engravers. They are clad in native cos- 
tume, woolen caps to keep their ea.'J 
warm, and padded waistcoats to save 
them from cold in tho atomsch. Thoy 
are part of the show, and take the gaze of 
the multitude with ootnplaoenoy. They 
are spoilt men for life. 

AH that ability, ingenuity, experience 
and refined taste could suggest have been 
accomplished by those who have had the 
contrivance of the 

ECONOMIC con n r. 
This is not to bo dismissed in a line, and 
many volamoa may be written of its 
various contents, a collection of un- 
rivalled interest. Here every cereal, food 
product, graases, fibre fruit, oil, butterfly, 
inaeot, and bwg are sn view. The pro- 



coasea of agriculture are illuatrated by 
models, and are absorbingly interesting 
by reason of their primitive simplicity. 
The process of indigo manufacture, an in- 
dustry which has colonised a vast tract 
in'Beogal and elsewhere, is intelligently 
illaatrated and worthy of study. Divid- 
ing the more noticeable objects of attnn- 
tion are an array of bottlea, phiala, drugs, 
seeda, and dyo-stutfs, and various triilea 
beyond all ability to catalogue of eco- 
nomic value. The timber of Indian 
fo'/eaid is represented in several thousand 
bloioks, ready cut;, polished, and num- 
bered. Their arrangement ia simply a 
triumph of forestry. The walla of the 
court are variously adorned in a manner 
which ia at once unique and beautiful, 
and interspersed in tho hall are groups of 
figures, exeuuted in clay, of ethisological 
arrangement. Hare are represented tho 
vsriouB aboriginal tribe-s of India, all 
modelled from life. Aa may bo isnagir.cd, 
tho featurea of these primitive people aru 
remarkable more for their type than per- 
sonal beauty and elegance. Moat of tho 
figures have been colored in imitation of 
the various flesh tonos. It would, of 
courae, be unfair to criticise these works 
by the European standard of art, but, 
taken as the produotiona of untrained 
men, they exhibit great talent and high 
excellence, ond in some cases only rcciuiro 
the Promethian spark to possess lifelike 
animation. I cannot conulude the men- 
tion of this court without brief allusion 
to the model of an Indian villu;;e, most 
admirably prepared, anci wljiuli h <|ulte a 
show in itself. Here is depicted tho 
thatohod dwelling of mud walk ai.d bare 
earthen floor, with unfuroiBhod inlorior, 
where tho ucuupanla aro sitting cross- 
legged, lu the narrow streut aro the 
pasaera-by, tho motley crew of an Indian 
population, in the various garb of their 
divorao caste or sect and ooeupatioii. 
Crushing thein to one side is u bauihoo 
cart, drawn by bullocks, and on dm ooi 
skirts of the village is an c!e[jhiiiit, so 
dear to tho ponrii-ti'jion of ovory land- 
holder. Tu make tlu) i)icture realistic, 
the artist haa tlirown in u mi-iaiotiury , ami 
provided him with an attendant ijiblo 
reader and a atreet oougregiUiou. 

It would have been eonvenioiit if the 
contents uf the 

A ivr iji:>1!i;t.s 
had been grouped togotlior in lieu of re- 
peating much that ia common to all in 
geographical arraiigenit-nt. Tiiero ia a 
noble display of choice gold and silver 
work and gilt of most diveraificd pattern 
and delicate workiiinnahip, u.-tecuted with 
a peculiar hand skill, alone thu cunning 
craft of supple Indian fingers, made ap- 
plioablo to the ornamentation of every 
deaociption of Indian domestic utoiLsile, 
and fancifully deoorativo. Silver juwelry 
is very extensively wrought throughout 
India, where tho family oaniingH aro oon- 
voited into articles of por.sonul adornment 
tor the neck, nose, wrists, elbows, and 
toes, and are uapablo of being smelted 
vrhun there may be occasion to raise tho 
wind. The trades of-tho brazier and 
coppersinilh have always formed an im- 
portant branch of Indian craftmauahip. 
lirazen veaaela are preaoribed by religious 
ordinance for Hindoo use, and have for 
centurioa served for domestic aa well aa 
sacrificial purposes. Tho old custom of 
presenting a brida ou her wodding day 
with kitchen vessels ia still followed, ati.l 
although in wealthy hou.seliolds toy 
models made of silver or bead work are 
given by friends in lieu of actual pots and 
pans, the importance to the housewife of 
shining cooking utensils remains the first 
article of tho dnnioatic creed. There is 
an abundant display of tho brass and 
copper ware of thu country, The textile 
fabrics are beyond ail description. Tho 
muslins, for which India ia fainoua in par- 
ticular, must bo soon to have any idea of 
their gossamer beauty. It has become the. 
fashion In recent years to employ the em- 
broidery of Delhi and Kashmir to Eng- 
lish articles of dress, and how very eU"oo- 
tively thia can bo done in ea i:i;id>:nci', in a 
lady's walking dress u.xhibitecl by Colonel 
St. John, the British resident in Kash- 
mir, of tho material known aa peahinina. 
There ia a great variety of pattern and 
quality of work in embroidariea an velvet, 
m whioh work some beautiful saddlu- 
clolhs and Durbar coverings are shown. 
There are embroidered cajjs front Lnck- 
n^w and from Agra, and other specimena 
of gold lace rival Englisli manufacture. 
Uinbroidored shoea and materials of em- 
broidery, for which a continental demand 
has lately aprung Up, ought not to bo 
overlooked. Then there are, in silk 
manufactiiros, gorgoous and bountiful 
kinkhaba and gold brocades. There is 
ivory work, lac(iuer vvo/,k, onainel inlaid 
and most beautiful.

Ministers Express Confioknoe In Clad- 
stone-buunk- 

London, June 3 — One hundred non- 
conformist IVrinistors of Derby and 
Nottingham have signed an address o£ 
confidence in Gladstorn's Irish policy. 
Rev. C. H. Spurgeon one of the sign- 
ers, haa written a second letter, in 
which he aslca if it is possible for those 
desirous of the welfare of Ireland and 
the unity of. the Empire to devise a 
more acceptable scheme, "I cannot," 
says Spurgeon, "look forward with 
complacency upon the possibility of 
XJlsteritea . being abandoned- to -the «s- 
"tablished Irish Catholic ohuroh, yet 
they are by no meaus the greatest 
evils we foresee in the near future 
should the suggested policy become a 
fact." 

The Times, in commenting on Blaine's 
Portland speech, f says, -Blaine may 
or may not oatpb Irish" votes py a per- 
formance^ ■ such 'as that of Tuesday's 
speech, " aiid so win the prize which, 
fully as much on personal as on politi- 
cal grounds, has been snatched from 
him once and again, but we refuse 
i tobelievb 'that hio iignoraiit and pre- 
'sumptious rant presents the honest 
and independent opinion and reflection 
of Americans. It is peculiarly absurd 
that he should poae as the advocate of 
a i)lau which he auppoaos — quite 
wrongly, of course — would place Ire- 
land in the a State of the American 
Union. He has been conspicuous, for 
some reasons which now make him a 
flatterer of the Irish, in a "bloody 
shirt" campaign. Again if the youtli- 
ern States should now attempt to de- 
prive the negroes of suffrage, he would 
be the Crst to favor the aettlement of 
that local affair by the armed interfer- 
ence of the central government. Thii 
history'is' almost oii a part with his 
reasoning, which deserves to be classed 
with Sir Wm. Vernon Harcourt'a lat- 
est contribution, wboreou Lncky liaa 
something to say. What Leoky has 
to say ia contained in another column 
of the Times in the form of a letter. 
Thia is a oritioism of Sir William's 
argument thai the Home Rule measure 
prefaced by Gladstone's, aimed at the 
revival of Gratton'a Irish Parliament.

Gratton'a Parliament, Lecky contends, 
places, the government of Ireland in 
the hands of Protestant generals, who 
were bound to English connection by 
the closest tios of interest and senti- 
ments.
